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Descendants of Thomas Oalford, 
from the Middle Valley* 1770. 
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80 far as now known, Thomas 
Gatford, 8 enior, was the original 
ancestor of the Pocahontas Gal- 
fords. It is believed be came from 
the Middle' Valley, and was of 
Scotch descent. Thomas Galford 
lived on the place now held by F. 
Patterson and Charles Nottingham 
on Glsde Hill, and it is the opin¬ 
ion of most that he came there 
jost previous to the Revolution. 

Tbotnas Galford had a brother 
John, of whom but little ia now 
kndwn.- There was a sister Jennie 
who became Mrs Otho Gam, an4 
lived at the bead of Crab Bottom, 
Highland County. There was an¬ 
other sister, whose name can not 
now be recalled, who became Mrs 
John Chestnut, oo Little Back 
Creek, where she has numerous 
descendants. 

Thomas Galford, Senior, mar- 
Nuomi Slaven, an aunt of 
Newlen Slaven, late of Meadow 
Dale, and they were the parents of 
two sons, John and Thomas, Jr.; 
and a daughter, Elizabeth. 

John Galford married Jennie 
McLaughlin; lived on the home 
glace, finally went to Lewis Conn- 
ty and and settled near Walkers- 
ville. There were five eons and 
one daughter: Allen. John, Wil¬ 
liam, JaroeB. Thomas, and Naomi. 

Naomi Galford died a young wo¬ 
man in Lewis County. 

John Galford, Junior, married 
Frederika Hillery and lived at 
Huntersville, where he conducted 
a flourishing tannery* Two sons 
and one daughter, Harrison, Geo., 
and Mary, who is now Mary V. 
Rodgers, near Buckeye. 

John Galford’a second marriage 
was with Mary Simmons, daugh¬ 
ter of the late Nicholas Simmons. 
Hampton and Lydia, now Mrs Lee 
Overholt, her children. 

Thomas Galford married Mar¬ 
garet Gurry, on Back Mountain. 
Their children John, Brown, Nao¬ 
mi, Abigal, now Mrs L. A. Hefner 
on Swago. Lanty A. Hefner was 
a Confederate soldier from ’61-65, 
attached to Colonel G. M. Edgar’s 
Battalion. They are the parents 
of nine sons and two daughters. 

James Galford married Margaret 
Anderson, in Lewis County. They 
are the parents of Beven children. 
Everett is a teacher of high schools. 
Homer lives at Walkeraville. Jas. 
Galford is in fine oircainstances 
financially and a highly esteemed, 
influential citizen of Lewis Connty. 

Allan Galford married Nancy 
Cassell, and lived on the Green- 

brief near the mouth of Deer 

*—-• * 

Creek. They were the parents of 
four daughters and three sons. 
Full particyjjare are given of bis 
family in the Cassell sketches. 

Allan Galford was a wall-known 
citizen and prospered financially. 
He died not long since aged 82 
years., Several years since he 
sought the forgiveness of his sins 
and united with the church at the 
age of 77 years. He left in manu¬ 
script a very sincere oonfeasiou of 
his faith in the merits of his Sav. 
ior's atoning blood. 

Thomas Galford, Junior, one of 
the anceetal brothers, was first 
married to Naomi Slaven, a rela¬ 
tive, and aettled on a part of the 
Glade Hill homestead, and thence 
moved and located on property 
now held by the late Harvey Cor- 
ry’s family, near Danmore. By 
tbiB marriage there was one daugh¬ 
ter, Jane who married her cousin 
William Galford, sen of John Gal¬ 
ford, Sr., and fint settled on the 
head of 8 itlington’s Greek, on the 
farm now owned by her son Wil¬ 
liam Wellington Galford, and final¬ 
ly moved near Dunmore. The fol¬ 
lowing particnlars are hand about 
her children: 

John Galford,' a Confederate sol¬ 
dier in the Slat Virginia Infantry, 
was wonnded at Gettysburg -and 
died at Riohmoond soon after, in 
Chimborazo hospital. 

Thomas Galford married Lizzie 
Vint, and lived and died near Dan- 
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more. 

James Galford died while on a 
visit to relatives in Highland. HiB 
memory ip oheriahed as an etraeat 
Christian man. and a person of 
pro ini*? (or good oitiaauahip. 


William W. Galford married 
Ada Mayae, daughter of the late 
Jubal Mayae, and lives at the bead 
of Sitlington Creek. 

Elizabeth Galford, a young wo¬ 
man. died at the home place near 
Dunmore. 

Nancy Galford lives on a part of 
the homestead. 

Naomi Galford died soon after 
reaching womanhood. 

Marietta Galford died when 
nearly grown of pulmonary affec¬ 
tion. 

In bis second marriage Thomas 
Galford, Jnnior, was married to 
Henrietta Satton, and there were 
no children. 

Thomas Galford, Jr., was a very 
pronounced Confederate sympa¬ 
thizer, and as such he was regard¬ 
ed a dangerous citizen to be at 
large in wartimes. In discharging 
what they deemed their duty, he 
was arrested by * detatchment of 
Union soldiers, uuder the oom- 
maud of the late Captain Nelson 
Pray, aud sent to Camp Chase, 
where he died daring the war. 

In reference to the pioneer’s 
daughter Elizabeth Galford, the 
tradition is that when she was 14 
years of age she was s4nt on an er¬ 
rand to the mill, a quarter of a mile 
east of the residence. The child 
was never seen afterwards. While 
parties were mrefully Beaching the 
creek, Indian signs were discover¬ 
ed and it was at once concluded 
that she bad been taken captive. 
Vain pursuit was made, and the 
neighbors hastened to the fort, 
where P. H. Warwick lives. In¬ 
dians, believed to be the same par¬ 
ty, attacked the fort and killed a 
Mr Sloan, and a warrior was wonn¬ 
ded. The Indian was taken to a 
glade, near Arborvale, and secreted 
until able to leave for the Ohio 
towns, hence the name “Hospital” 


run. 


Some months subsequently 
Thomas Galford, Senior, and Sam¬ 
uel Gregory went to the-Jlndian 
towns, but conld hear mothing of 
the captive child. The two men 
lingered about the town inquiring 
for furs and tried to trade with the 
Indians, hoping thus to get the de¬ 
sired information abont the miss¬ 
ing obi)d. Hearing nothing they 
gave up all hopes, and turned their 
attention to a pair of "fine horses. 
They slipped them, hitched them 
some distance from the town, and 
then went back and waited in am- 
bnsb for the warriors that might 
ootne in pursuit. Two were shot 
down and their ornaments taken, 
and these were kept for years. The 
bracelets were burned when Tbom- 
88 Galford, Jr., lost hie house. The 
captnred horses were fine stallions. 
The bay w^s called “Buck Rabbit” 
and the other “Irish Grey.” “Buck 
Rabbit” was Bold to John Bird, the 
ancestor of the Bird relationship 
on Upper Back Creek. The other 
was bought by John Harnee, a tra¬ 
der from Staunton. 

Thomas Galford, the pioneer, 
and Jacob Warwick, on returning 
from a scout, thought they would 
have some sport at the expense of 
William Higgins and. Peter In^ 
gram, whom they found digging 
potatoes near the fort at the moatb 
of Deer Creek. Higgins always 
claimed there was no Indian that 
conld ever make him mn. While 
the two were busy at their digging 
Galford and Warwick, slipped up 
to the fence and tired simultane¬ 
ously, hitting the ground close to 
Higgins and scattering the dost all 
over him. He and Ingram ran 
with all speed to the atockade and 
reported that Indians had fired on 
them. The panic was Boon reliev¬ 
ed, however, when hilarious laugh¬ 
ter instead of war whoops were 
heard in the direction of the pota¬ 
to patch.

Forty or fifty years ago, one of 
the most geuerally known citizens 
of our county was Peter Lightner, 
on Knapp's Creek. He was tall in 
person, active in his movements, 
always in a good humor, and one 
of the most expert horsemen of his 
times, and perhaps realized as 
much ready change swapping 
horses as any other of his citizen 
contemporaries. He could come 
so near making a new and young 
horse of an old dilapidated frame¬ 
work of an anitp&I ae was possible 

ffor anyone to do who has ever 
made-a .business of dealing iu 

horseflesh. '

ry, he settled on Knapp’s Creek, 
on land purchased from J^mes 
Poage',* who emigrated to s Ken¬ 
tucky. Mr Poage had built a mill 
which Mr Lightner improved up¬ 
on, and for years accommodated a 
wide circle of customers, who had 
gotten tired of hominy and homb 
ny meal pounded in a goblet-shap¬ 
ed block. The pestle by which the 
trituration was done was usually a 
piece of wood like a band-spike, 
with an iron wedge inserted in one 
end, and fastened by an iron band 
to keep it from splitting. This 
ehB&e* mill was a precious and valuable 
6 Shoes! convenience, and brought comfort 
,—if bo to many homes, and some of the 
most toothsome bread ever eaten 
in our county was made of meal 
' | from Liglitner’s Mill. Some fam- 
ilies had hand-mills, but they were 
about as hard to operate as the 
hominy block, or mortar with the 
iron-bound pestle. 

It is believed Mr Lightner came 
from the neighborhood of Grub 
Bottom, near the headwaters of the 
South Branch of the Potomac. His 
wife was Alcinda Harper, a sister 
of Henry Harper, the ancestor of 
the Harper connexion in our coun¬ 
ty. She, therefore, brought that 
pretty name to Pocahontas, and 
there have been many Alcindns in 
her worthy descendants and rela¬ 
tives.

Mr Clftrk came from 
the State of Connecticut, and 
made an immense fortune by mer¬ 
chandising and farming. He was 
a highly esteemed citizen, and by 
strict attention to his own busi¬ 
ness he prospered much. His in¬ 
fluence was ever ou the side of 
good morals and intelligence. Mr 
nnd Mrs Clark are survived by 
four sous, Sherman, Henry, Alvin, 
and Preston.

The history of Sheldou Clark il¬ 
lustrates the Pocahontas possibili 
ties in reach of those who are mor¬ 
al in habits, diligent in business, 
honest and strictly upright in their 
business relations. The advance¬ 
ment of such may be slow, but it 
will lie sure aiul enduring, and the 
results bring comfort and influence 
to those who inherit them’, a rich 
heritage to children’s children. 

Phebe Ann Lightner was mar¬ 
ried to the late John Cleek, on 
Knapp’s Creek, near Driscol, on 
the place now occupied by the 
homes of their sons, Peter L. nnd 
William H. Cleek, and their daugh¬ 
ter, Mrs B. F. Fleshman. 

In the sketch published in The 
Times, January 15, 1807, mention 
was made of her boos nnd daughters 
whose names besides those just giv 
en were Mary Ann Herold, after¬ 
wards Mrs William C. Hull; Caro¬ 
line Elizabeth, wife of Lanty 
Lockridge; Alcinda Susan, now 
Mrs Hugh Dever; Margaret Eve¬ 
line, now Mrs Reniok Ward; and 
Eliza Martha, now Mrs 6. F. 
Fleshman. 

The annals just recorded of 
these persons, Mr and Mtb Peter 
Lightner may be brief and simple, 
but yet how very suggestive as one 
reflects upon them. From these 
biographical gleanings material 
may be gathered illustrating pio¬ 
neer sufferings and privations, 
thrilling romance, tragic incidents 
in peace and war. w. t. p.

The Harz, or Hartz, Mountains 
form an important barrier bounda¬ 
ry to Northern Germany: being 
the first obstacle that the cold, 
moist winds from the North Sea 
meet, the mountain summits are 
treeless and dismally bare. .But 
the slopes and deep valleys abound 
In. pines and firs; the dense, almost 
‘ “ 1 forests are equally 

gloomy in their* way,’ 
with the strange phenomena 6f na¬ 
ture often presented, form a store 
of.legendary wealth not to be ex¬ 
ceeded in weird interest.. Among 
the Harz Mountains we find the 
“Spdctre of the Brocken,” and the 
great Goethe went thither with bis 
dark fancies to build uncouth 
structure for the minds of men.

Froln -a town on the outskirts of 
the piny forests pilgrim travelers 
who knew ..nothing of fear and 
were not always needy, found it 
necessary to plunge* into the dark 
tfee-wilcierneas and make their way 
across the mountains; hut, stout 
as their German hearts were, they 
would have hesitated a little had 
there' not been n kiud of wayfaring 
house iu the recesses whete n 
night's lodging might be procured. 
The keepers of the caravansary 
were known to be very poqr, nnd 
at long intervals were seen creep¬ 
ing in the dusk about the town;— 
thickly muffled and aided by the 
twilight, their dark, forbidding 
countenances attracted little atten¬ 
tion.,^ . *

The Presbyterian ohurch 
afterwards became the place where 
all denominations generally wor¬ 
shipped. This building was ereo- 
ted about the year 1855. It was 
used for barracks during the war 
and was luuoh defaced. There 
seems to have been a soldier who 
had a genius for vulgar doggerel, 
aud the rhymes he wrote npon the 
walls wonld have made a genteel 
dog blush if he could have made 
them out. This genius evidently 
had no good feeling for a charac¬ 
ter he called “Mudwall Jaokson,” 
and it ia a complimeant to that of¬ 
ficer to have had the ill will of auoh 
a rhymster. 

In the early summer of 1865 the 
Rev M. D. Dunlap and W,T. Price 
were engaged in the first sacramen¬ 
tal meeting held after the war. A 
detachment of Federal troops from 
Buckhannon passed through the 
town, rode around the church, 
looked in at the broken windows, 
examined the horses with critical 
eyes, and religious services were 
going on all the while without ev¬ 
en pausing. Sermon and sacra¬ 
mental services over, Mr Dunlap, 
who bad rode in from the oountry 
that morning and hitched his bone 
near the church, went to get his 
horse and found it had been taken 
away as a “branded horse.” In 
some previous raid this had been 
left to die. Somehow it had oome 
into Mr Dunlap’s possession, and 
put in excellent condition by kind 
and osreful treatment. The vener¬ 
able preacher had to return to his 

home at Hillsboro on s borrowed' 
horse. 

Ten or eleven years sinoe the 
Metbodist ohqroh was built on its 
present site, and so for the present 
the town i« well provided with fa¬ 
cilities for public worship. 

Three or four years ago the Ms- 
sonic Fraternity of Pocahontas 
County, represented by the Hunt¬ 
ersville Lodge, having in ity puls 
many of the foremost citizens of 
the county, needed a lodge room.

Otho lives near Buffa¬ 
lo Mountain, beyond Green Bank, 
flndjis well known ns an indus¬ 
trious citizen and a good singer. .

Ruckman, is now Mrs Winfield 
Slaven. near Mill Point. Her son 
Orin is a skillful printer. 

In the war between the States 
James W. Ruckman espoused the 
Confederate cause, and belonged 
to Captain William L. MeNeel’s 
company. While on a scout near 
Edrny, early in 1804,- he was cap¬ 
tured and sent to Fort Delaware. 
Thence he was sent to Richmond 
for exchange, and died before leav¬ 
ing the city. 

Otho W ade Ruckman, another 
son of David L. Ruckman, first 
married a Miss McClung, of Nich¬ 
olas County. Her daughter be¬ 
came the second wife of Levi 
Waugh, near Edray, and she is 
survived by three children, two 
daughters and a son, Grover 
Waugh. 

Otho W. Ruck man's second wife 
was Miss Mary Frances Twyman, 
near Edray, whose father perished 
in the “Twynian Flood.” She is a 
descendant of Alexander Waddell, 
the pioneer, a great-granddaughter 
by her mother's side, the late wid¬ 
ow of Thomas Nicholas, on the 
Indian Draft.
